The German Press Attitude.

The attiiodes of the German press on the
latest Amorican note (s certalnly not caleulated
to allay the growing friction between the two
countries, The mnewspaper eapressions prae-
tienlly met up that Jermany was compleiely
‘within her righta, and fully justitied, in sinking
the Lusitania without opportunity to save pas-
rengers and crew, and that there Is no reason
for disavowing the act, noy sven for admitting
the justica of any claim for compensation to the
families of the innocent victims,

Had Garmany made thia bald answer Lo our
first Lasitania note no one could have foresecn
tho consequences. While the German diplomatie
carrespondence on the subject, 1t s true, has so
rar evaded the guestion of responsibility on the
protenss that the Lusitania was in reallty armed,
and subject to call as an auxillary crulser for
the British navy, the kalser's spokesmen were
careful to econvey the Impression that they
jwanted these questions of fact gubmitted to
further ingquiry or arbitration.

If German submarines have an undefeasible
right to nink without warning merchant vessels
oarrying contraband, and regardlosg of the flag
they may be flying, then, of course, there Is
nothing whatever to submit to arbitration, and
all the Interchange of notes must from the first
have been an exchange of mere “'scraps of
paper.””
